Dear  Sirs:— I have  examined  the  Tin  Plates,  “Meurer’s  Genuine  Tinned  Iron  Sheets,"  10  x 14,  which  you 
furnished  for  my  factory  building.  1 find  that  they  are  as  you  represented  them  to  be,  the  best  in  the  market. 

The  Composition  Roof,  which  I had  on  my  buildings,  consisted  of  two  or  three  layers  of  heavy  Tar 
Felt  Paper,  with  overlapping  joints,  covered  with  a composition  of  Mica,  Asphalt,  Plumbago,  and  As  estos. 

It  was  put  down  in  the  spring  of  1892  and  was  guaranteed  for  20  years.  It  never  was  watertight,  the 
whole  business  cracked  and  the  guarantee  was  not  worth  the  paper  it  was  written  on.  I paid  about  $350 
for  the  Composition  Roof,  and  it  was  money  thrown  away.  My  new  Tin  Roof  will  cost  $450. 

After  my  experience  no  one  can  talk  composition  roof  to  me  again.

Felt  Paper,  with  overlapping  joints,  covered  with  acomposiiion  of  Mica,  Asphalt,  Plumbago.and  As  estos. 

It  was  put  down  in  the  spring  of  1892  and  was  guaranteed  for  20  years.  It  never  was  watertight,  the 
whole  business  cracked  and  the  guarantee  was  not  worth  the  paper  it  was  written  on.  I paid  about  $350 
for  the  Composition  Roof,  and  it  was  money  thrown  away.  My  new  Tin  Roof  will  cost  $450. 

After  my  experience  no  one  can  talk  composition  roof  to  me  again.
